TEHRAN, IRANI A backstage struggle among 
Iran’s ruling clerics burst into the open 
Sunday when the government said it had 
arrested the daughter and other relatives of 
Ayatollah Hashemi Rafsanjani, who is one 
of the country’s most powerful men, 
Tehran’s streets fell mostly quiet for the 
first time since a bitterly disputed June 12 
presidential election, but cries of “God is 
great!” echoed again from rooftops after 
dark, a sign of seething anger at a govern- 


ment crackdown that peaked with at least 
10 protesters’ deaths Saturday. 

The killings drove the official death toll to 
at least 17 after a week of massive street dem- 
onstrations by protesters who say hardline 
President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad stole his 
re-election win. But searing images posted 
online — including gruesome video purport- 
ing to show the fatal shooting of a teenage girl 
— hinted the true toll maybe higher. 

Opposition leader Mir Hossein Mousa- 


vi warned supporters of 
danger ahead and said he 
would stand by the pro- 
testers “at all times.” 

Rafsanjani heads 
two influential councils, 
including the Assembly 
of Experts, which can 
remove the supreme lead- 
er, The former president was conspicuously 
absent Friday from an address by the coun- 
try’s supreme leader calling for national 
unity and siding with the president, (ap)

Some lawmakers 
want Obama to take 
firmer stanee on vote 

WASHINGTON I In his first major 
test of international leadership. 
President Obama is struggling 
for the right stance in the face of 
Iran’s post-election upheaval as 
political opponents at home accuse 
him of inaction. 

Obama’s measured statements 
SO far attempt to speak up for 
human rights while preserving U.S. 
options and lessening the chance 
that he becomes a scapegoat for 
the cleric-led government. 

Obama kept a public silence 
Sunday, although a spokesman 
said he discussed Iran with foreign 
policy advisers in the Oval Office 
for more than 30 minutes. 

Some Republicans used their 
broadcast appearances on Sun- 
day morning talk shows to call the 
president timid or feckless. 

“The president of the United 
States is supposed to lead the 
free world, not follow it,” said Sen. 
Lindsey Graham, R-S.C. “He’s 
been timid and passive more than 


I would like.” 

Sen. Chuck Grassley, R-Iowa, 
said a slow or muted U.S. response 
risks undermining the aspirations 
of Iranian voters to change or ques- 
tion their government. 

“If America stands for democ- 
racy and all of these demonstra- 


tions are going on in Tehran and 
Other cities over there, and people 
don’t think that we really care, 
then, obviously, they’re going to 
question, 'Do we really believe in 
our principles?”’ Grassley said. 

Obama has tried to hold a mid- 
dle ground as the crisis unfolds. 


Democrats in the Senate say 
Obama has struck the right bal- 
ance. 

“He’s got a very delicate path to 
walk here,” said Sen. Chris Dodd, 
D-Conn. “You don’t want to take 
ownership of this [turmoil in Iran].”

WASHINGTON I President Obama 
said the United States is “pre- 
pared for any contingencies” 
involving North 
Korea — includ- 
ing the regime’s 
reported threat 
to launch a long- 
range missile 
toward Hawaii. 

Japanese Obama 
media have 

reported the North Koreans 
appear to be preparing for a long- 
range test near July 4, Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates has ordered 
additional protections for Hawaii 
in case a missile is launched. 

“This administration — and 
our military — is fully prepared 
for any contingencies,” Obama said 
Friday during an interview with 
CBS News’ Harry Smith. 

“I don’t want to speculate on 
hypotheticals,” Obama said. “But 
I want ... to give assurances to the 
American people that the T’s are 
crossed and the I’s are dotted in 
terms of what might happen.” (ap)

WASHINGTON I Federal investiga- 
tors say the government’s next gen- 
eration of radiation detectors are 
only marginally better at detect- 
ing hidden nuclear material than 
monitors already at U.S. ports 
but would cost more than twice 
as much. 

The machines are intended to 
prevent terrorists or criminals from 
smuggling into the U.S. a nuclear 
bomb or its explosive components c 
hidden in a cargo container. | 

The monitors now in use can > 
detect the presence of radia- i 
tion, but they cannot distinguish 
between threatening and non- 
threatening material. Radioactive 
material can be found naturally 
in ceramics and cat box filler, but 
would be of no use in making a 
bomb, for instance. 

The Department of Home- 
land Security has said the new 
machines it is developing can dis- 
tinguish between cat box filler and 
dangerous radioactive material. 


and produce fewer false alarms 
than the current ones. 

The new ones are also better at 
detecting lightly shielded material. 
But the machines perform at about 
the same level when detecting 
radiological and nuclear materials 
hidden in a lead box or casing, the 
most likely way a terrorist would 
try to sneak the materials into this 


country, the Government Account- 
ability Office said in a report to be 
released Monday. 

The new monitors “have a 
limited ability to detect certain 
nuclear materials at anything 
more than light shielding levels,” 
the report said. 

The report raises the question 
of whether the new machines, at 


about $822,000 each, are worth 
the cost if they’re not that much 
better than current ones that cost 
about $308,000. 

The department thinks the ben- 
efits outweigh the additional cost. 
Spokeswoman Sara Kuban said 
Friday the department would not 
comment on a report that was not

I Vermont dairy 
farmers Tim Maikshilo and Kris- 
ten Dellert, mindful of shrink- 
ing their carbon footprint, have 
changed their cows’ diet to reduce 
the amount of gas

Coventry Val- 
ley Farm is one of 
15 Vermont farms 
working with 
Stonyfield Farm 

Inc., whose yogurt 

is made with Coventry’s organic 
milk, to reduce the cows’ intes- 
tinal methane by feeding them 
flaxseed, alfalfa and grasses high 
in Omega 3 fatty acids. The gas 
cows belch is the dairy industry’s 
biggest greenhouse gas contribu- 
tor, research shows.

The 
coats of the cows are shinier, and 
they’ve had fewer foot problems 
and no stomach ailments. 

So far, it hasn’t cost them any 
more for their custom-made 
grain, which the cows get only 
in the winter. Now they’re out 
grazing on grass in the pasture, 
getting as many Omega 3s. And 
the farm’s veterinarian bills have 
gone down. 

It’s a win-win for farmers, 
Naczi said.

Iran Tightens Grip on Foreign News 


24 reporters arrested; 
watchdog says media 
are a ‘priority target’

are a “priority target” for Iran’s 
leadership.

Editor says writer s 
abduction by Taliban 
not reported for safety 

N E W YO R K I Deciding not to report 
initially on reporter David Rohde’s 
capture by the Taliban for seven 
months was “an agonizing posi- 
tion ” New York Times executive 
editor Bill Keller said Sunday. 

“All along, we were told by 
people that probably the wisest 
course for David’s safety was to 
keep it quiet,” Keller said in an 


interview on CNN. 

The Times reported Saturday 
that Rohde escaped from seven 
months in captivity in Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan by climbing 
over a wall on Friday. 

Rohde was abducted Nov. 10 
along with an Afghan reporter 
and a driver south of the Afghan 
capital of Kabul. The Times kept 
the kidnapping quiet out of con- 
cern for the men’s safety, and other 
media outlets followed suit at the 
Times’ request. 

“It was an agonizing position 


that we revisited over and over 
again,” Keller said in the CNN 
interview with Washington Post 
media critic Howard Kurtz. “But 
I also have a responsibility for the 
people who work for me.” 

Keller has told the Times that 


the newspaper had been advised by 
Rohde’s family, experts in kidnap- 
ping cases and others that publiciz- 
ing the abduction “could increase 
the danger to David and the other 
hostages.”

BAGHDAD I Police and rescue 
crews sifted through the rubble 
of a mosque and dozens of flat- 
tened mud-brick homes on Sunday 
looking for survivors of the worst 
attack in Iraq this year — a truck 
bombing blamed on al-Qaedathat 
killed at least 75 people. 

Political parties said Saturday’s 
attack against a Shiite mosque 
near the ethnically tense city of 
Kirkuk was aimed at destabiliz- 
ing Iraq. 

The bombing, which wounded 
254 people, came as U.S. troops 
have been withdrawing from Iraqi 
cities as part of a deal that requires 
all troops to leave the country by 
the end of 2011. There are concerns 
that violence will spike after U.S. 
troops fully pull out of the cities 
by a June 30 deadline. 

The U.S. military sent search 
dogs Sunday to help find up to 25 
people still missing. Maj. Derrick 
Cheng, a spokesman for U.S. forces 
in northern Iraq, said the U.S. was 
also sending food, water, blankets, 
fuel and clothing.

could give owners of low gas mile- 
age vehicles a reason to visit their 
local car dealer during an econom- 
ic downturn. 

“I’ve been sitting on the fence 
for about a year,” said Jim See- 
graves, 44, who has been looking 
to replace his 2000 GMC Sierra 
pickup truck. “This legislation will 
help me get over the hump and get 
the car that I want.” 


The bill provides $1 billion for 
the auto sales program from July 
through November, and the Con- 
gressional Budget Office expects 
that with a total of $4 billion, 
about 1 million new vehicles could 
be purchased. The government is 
expected to implement the pro- 
gram by early August. 

Under the program, the new 
vehicle can be U.S. or foreign-built 
and must have a manufacturer’s 
retail price of less than $45,000. 

Automakers and their unions 
have lobbied heavily for the incen- 
tives to help the auto industry boost 
sales and stabilize General Motors 
Corp. and Chrysler Group LLC, 
which have received billions of dol- 
lars for government-led bankrupt- 
cies. In May, U.S. auto sales were 
34 percent lower than a year ago.

It’s a New Day at Eastern Market 



Famed D.C. bazaar 
rises from the ashes 
for grand reopening 

WASHINGTON | The interior is 
painted a dark, salmon pink, just 
as it was when the place was built 
in 1873. Sunlight glows from the 
skylights. And Juan Jose Canales, 
one of the mainstay vendors at 
Eastern Market, has added sea- 
food sausage and tuna prosciutto 
to his impressive range of meats, 
“so we have something new on 
this day.” 

Eastern Market will have a 
lot of new touches Eriday, when 
it reopens more than two years 
after a blaze that stunned devo- 
tees of the venerated Capitol Hill 
food hall. 

The $22 million rebuilding 
project has created a market 
this generation has never seen. 
Eor years before the April 30, 
2007, fire, the place was in disre- 
pair. Now it is more structurally 
sound and truer to its magnifi- 
cent past. 

All of the dozen or so vendors 
are returning to their familiar 


spots to sell food, flowers, crafts 
and Other goods in a market that 
blends old and new. The window 
styles, color schemes and archi- 
tectural details come from the 
Victorian age. 

There is an elaborate sprin- 


kler system, windows with UVA 
protection and ample restrooms 
— instead of just one. 

Canales, who opened his deli 
26 years ago, said even before the 
fire that the building was “crying 
for help.” 


“I saw a big crack in one end, 
at the south corner. I looked close 
at it and always wondered, 'Oh, 
my God, what if the building col- 
lapses? That’s all of my family 
working here,’” Canales, 58, said.

Grass Looks Greener for Federer 


Nadal s withdrawal 
from Wimbledon may 
ease bid for 6th title 

WIMBLEDON I Roger Federer is 
building something of a reputa- 
tion as an on- court crier, and he 
remembers well the first time he 
wept after winning a match. 

It was July 2, 2001, at Wimble- 
don, the tournament that means the 
most to him, Federer was 19, up- 
and-coming, and making his Cen- 


tre Court debut in the fourth round 
when he stunned Pete Sampras, who 
was 29, seeded No, 1 and seeking an 
eighth Wimbledon title.

N U T U R E R I Cameron Diaz is known 
mostly for her comedy roles in 
“There’s Something About Mary,” 
“Charlie’s Angels” and “Shrek,” but 
over the course of her career the 
popular actress has delivered some 
worthy dramatic performances in 
films such as “Vanilla Sky,” “Gangs 
of New York” and, more recently, 
“In Her Shoes.” 

One thing the Southern Cali- 
fornia native hadn’t done before 
is play a mom on-screen. In “My 
Sister’s Keeper,” she stars as the 
mother of three. Based on the 
best-selling book by Jodi Picoult, 
the drama delves into how a ter- 
minal illness affects members of 
a family. 

Tall, blond and beautiful, Diaz 
doesn’t seem like an obvious cast- 
ing choice for a suburban mom 
whose entire world revolves around 
keeping her daughter alive. Sara 
is unconcerned how her focus on 
the one child affects the rest of the 
family or how outsiders perceive 
her. To Diaz, it was a challenge she 
couldn’t pass up. 

“Pla)dng a mom to teenagers — 
I didn’t think about it in terms of 
what it meant to my career,” says 
the 36-year-old. “I thought of what 
it meant to the story.” 

Diaz says being an actress 
means tackling different kinds of 
roles, and she has always looked at 


playing a variety of roles in vari- 
ous genres. (Her next picture, “The 
Box,” is a sci-fi thriller — another 
first for her.) 

Nick Cassavetes, who directed 
“My Sister’s Keeper,” says he was 
confident in his choice of Diaz as 
the overprotective mom. 

Cassavetes explained to Diaz 
that he wanted her to play a 
woman with a single-mindedness 
of purpose who doesn’t care what 
anyone thinks of her. 

“When I explained to her what 
I wanted, she said, 'Really?’ And

I said, 'Really.’ And to her credit, 
she said, 'OK,”’ he recalls. 

Diaz’s character, Sara, sub- 
jects her daughter Anna (“Little 
Miss Sunshine’s” Abigail Bres- 
lin) to numerous medical proce- 
dures on behalf of her gravely ill 


older daughter (“Medium’s” Sofia 
Vassilieva). Telling her parents she 
is fed up with being used as a lab 
rat, 11-year-old Anna then files for 
legal emancipation. 

“What drew us all to the story,” 
Diaz says, “was this family, and 
the stories of each of these char- 
acters. 

“I think we all related to the 
fact that there isn’t anything you 
wouldn’t give someone that you 
love that deeply. That’s what I think 
is so effective in the film.” angela

MUSIC I Trumpeter Dave Douglas 
didn’t set out to be a pioneer in 
jazz — and that’s not even a refer- 
ence to his striking music, which 
incorporates bebop and the avant- 
garde with equal aplomb. He was 
one of the first major jazz artists 
to truly harness the power of the 
Internet to build his own record 
label, Greenleaf Music. 

“Five years ago, I would have 
never envisioned we’d be doing 
things the way we do them now,” 
said Douglas, 46.
